W.\siii.n-(;to,v, April 30. — Secretary Ol- 
ney on the 8tli instant telegraphed thc^ 
Secretary of State of the South African 
Republic to the effectthat it was assumed 
that the death sentence passed on 11 am- 
inond and other American citizens was 
with the understand init that the sen- 
tence would be commuted, and that he 
would like assurance on that point. JIi^ 
wii.s answered this inoniing by the 
Transvaiil Secretary of State as follows : 
" 'I'here was no talk of aiiv understand- 
ing between the judge and the govern- 
ment before the sentence of death was 
|n-onouiieed, hiu hefore the receijit of 
your telegram the executive council had 
resolved to let mercy take the place of 
justice, and not enforce the dealli 
penalty." 

Lo.vDON, April 30. — Had the sentence 
of death upon the condemned metn hers 
of the reform committee been executed 
there is every evidence that jMiglaud 
would have retabateil by seizing the 
Transvaal. As it is, the prevailing sen- 
timent is that thePoers inuBt beci-ushed 
at any cost. The Times said yesterday 
that if necessary (.Ireat Britain would 
send eiioiigli troo))3 to bring the Boers 
to their senses \vh at ever iiiiglit be "tlieir 
foreign alliaucea." 

The country regtirds the possibility of 
a coiiseiiueiit war with (ierinany with 
entire eciuaniinity. For weeks almost 
the entire London press has been incit- 
ing public feelinK to this point. What- 
ever the inspiration, certain is it that all 
Kngland to-day is filled with a desire to 
punish the South African Dutchmen and 
to absorb their gold bearing lands. Any- 
thing may happen because of tliis uni- 
versiil impulse. 

There is a current report that Mr. 
Chamberlain lias sent a second despatch 
to Sir Hercules Kobinson instriieting 
him to inform President Kruger that, 
with regard to the 59 act'uaed 
Uitlanders, besides the four lead- 
ers, the Briti.sh government will 
treat the execution of their sentences 
of line, imprisoniiient and baiiishiueiit 
as an act of deliberate hostility to Great 
Britain, which would be resented by 
active measures because it would result 
in crippling the mining industry in the 
Rand. It is thought that tbe British 
goverpQient means to provolce a quarrel. 

The Chronicle (Liberal) in itseditorial 
on the Pretoria disclosures says : "A 
more astounding sot of documents never 
saw the light. If they are forgeries, or 
if they bear any diU'erent interpretation, 
the facts should be capable of jiroof 
within I'-l hours The meaning of the 
narrative is so siinjile tliat a child could 
understand. If lliey tire not forgeries, 
the jiarliainentiiry investigation whieh 
.Mr. Ohaniberlaiii has |)romised, cannot 
ociair a moment loo soon." 

.An editorial in the I^aily News, also 
Liberal, says: "But for its gravity it 
reads almost like the plot of a farce. 
There is nothing to show that the Ivon- 
ilon directors (in the Chartered South 
-Africa Company), shared in the plot, but 
jiassages occur in the tehtgrains which 
aie hard to tindersttind on any other 
assumption than that the corporate 
[losition of the company was used in the 
i m tlii'ringni t he movement. Assuredly, 
therefore, the gi ivernment wil: have to 
face ;i deiiiiind for tbe revocation of its 
charier." 

The Times has a di.'^patch from Paris 
(luoting !i dispatch to Le Tem)i.s from 
I'retoria, whieh says: "The govern- 
ment has found among the ])at)ers of 
Liomd Pliilli|)s, jiresident of the .lohan- 
nesbiirg chamber uf mines, a letter bear- 
ing date .July 1, 1804, to a London linan- 
eier, provinifr that dilring a visit to 
Johannesburg, Sir Henry Brougham 
Loch, the then governor and 
high commissioner of Cape 
C'Olony, asketl INIr. Phillips 
wlielber ,Ii)liaiine.=l)urg could hold out 
for six days, and what arrangements he 
possessed, and t hat lio oli'ered to si)in 
out tlie Swaziland convention negoti- 
ations for six months to enable .lohaii- 
nesbtirg to nrepare and to bring troops 
for an invasion of the Transvaal. 

\ Pretoria dispatch to the Daily Tele- 
gra))h gives tlie Bubstatice of an inter- 
view held with President Kruger in 
which he said that he had scratched the 
death sentence at onee to show that 
after the law had been vindicated 
there was no vindictive personal feel- 
ing on the part of himself or gov- 
erninerit. lie believed, he said, 
that the goveninient's decision would be 
announced before the Volkesrrad loeels 
on Monday. The executive council 
ivould lind diflietilty, he thought, in 
classifying the oU'enders with whom tliey 
intended io deal on the principle of a 
sliding facale.

Ciiii'i'i.E (rkek, Cel., April 30. — Tho 
origin of last night's lire appears to have 
been jiurely accidentii 1, thcugh tho gen- 
eral belief is that it was incendiaiy. 
There has been talk of crediting Satur- 
day's lire to such origin, and this last 
one, coming so close upon it, gives rise 
to suspicion. The facta appear to dis- 
credit' the suspicion. Frank Angel, the 
Portland hotel chef, cannot be found. 
.Second-handed, the story is that a pan 
of grease on the range blazed up and 
caught the grease-soaked boards at the 
back. The entire side of the wall was 
ablaze in an instant. Miss Kelly, one of 
the waitresses, said slic had gone into 
the kitchen for an order; lunch was be- 
ing served at the time. She saw flames 
running u)) the v,':ill, and believes they 
came from outside tlie building, appar- 
ently from the Ciiicago cafe adjoining. 
She rushed from the kitchen to the 
office, crying "Fire," The other occu- 
pants of the kitchen had not noticed the 
liou.se to lie on (ire. 

Owing to the lire special trains were 
run from Victor and (iillette to bring in 
miners with dynamite ready to use 
whenever it was thought nei;ess;irv in 
order to sto|i the progress of the con- 
tlagration. The I'iilace hotel, contain- 
ing thirty roomn. was one of the first 
places attacUed with dynamite, and from 
the results it would appear that no warn- 
ing was given of the impending explo- 
sion. As the walls tottercnl in response 
to the tremendous chai gi^s of giant pow- 
der the air waa hlied with the shrieks of 
dying men, who had been caujilit in 
their rooms and dragged down m the 
wreck. Before the wreckers could offer 
aid they were driven back by the flames 
which rolled over the site ol the hotel, 
and the dynimiitera Hew to save their 
own lives. The loss of life is merely a 
matter of conjecture. 

The Bi-Metallic and First N'atioiud 
banks burned as it made of paper. The 
First National bank is the Iciidintr in- 
stitution of the district, but is without 
the proper facilitiea for holding the 
!|il60,O{J0 or more deposits entrusted to 
it. Since the last fire the bank haa had 
temporary (piarlera in the now burned 
district, where there was no vault ac- 
commodation. To add to the apprehen- 
sions of the stockholders and depositors 
the explosion of dynamite leaves nothing 
to lii^ recovered from the ruins, as tlie 
voluiileers, operating without guides or 
reason, nroceeded at onct! to blow U]! the 
liiiildiii^'S. .Vlter the explosion at tlie 
rahiee hotel, the crowd that followed 
the lire paiiKMl for a moment, and 
l>eoj)le began In grow vehement 
in their dennnciatiDiis of the dy- 
iiMiiiiters. Seviiral w;irm encounters 
took |il;U-e lietweeii the disputants, and 
while the ri(.iL was impi^iding the Ihuiius 
worked towards the crowds that blocked 
Bennett avenue, and the advantage 
gained by the destruction of the hotel 
was lost by the people not removing the 
debris. 

Thousands of homeless people shivered 
about the camp li res,'ir wauderi.'d ainoiig 
the ruins of this once prospeidiis city. 
Throughout the night the cold was se- 
vere, and towards morning snow began 
to fall. During the night for a distance 
of a mill! to the right ;iiid left the burn- 
ing embers |)resenteil a sight most in- 
comparable. To a person standing on a 
hill beyond the district the picture was 
one of a huge bowl with the steam ris- 
ing above. Everywhere along the thor- 
oughfares could be seen the work of the 
dynamite, a great mass of kindling 
wood. 

A rumor ia in circulation that a man 
who was seen in the act of setting fire to 
a dwelling on capitol hill was shot by 
a resident just as the firebug wjs shot 
and killed by Floyil Thompson yesterday 
afternoon. Mayor Uoyle, of Victor, has 
emjiloved two tire warilens to every 
husinesa block in that city, as it haa 
been rumored that the lireliugs are after 
that town as well as Cri|)|ile Creek. A 
man was c;iught in the act cf firing thi! 
rear of a atore, and is now in jail. Tho 
totid loss of yesterday's lire is estimated 
at ifl, 500,000, while the insurance will 
probably foot up between it-100,000 and 
$500,000. 

A company of national guards is on 




duty in the Iniriied district. Xunierous 
arrests have been imido of the vagrant 
element which lately infested Cripple 
Creek. '.Ml night fires were stariinu up 
occasionally ami in places v.liere jiossi- 
ble residents pulled the houses down, 
and if that failed, blew them up. They 
had no water for the protection of the 
city. 

FfKiii.o, Cal., Ajiril .10. — A company 
of militia was sent from here to Cripple 
Creek on a train leaving at 12 o'clock, 
it is reported that four men caught 
stealing were lynched.

'I'licy tioiiti'd llie iini)rc- 
pim^d uiul difioigaiii/.L'il Uitlanilera i>a if 
thi'v wepe a fliick of fri;ihtened shei'p; 
thoy uliearjined iheir\ ;^,tliey iinprigoiied 
their leaders; and jijtvv ihey have coh- 
deinnecljtljoeBleaderatetleiith. If the men 
ure not e.'ceciited they'.AVill havo in other 
ways to pay a lieavy penalty for tho iiiis- 
takca they made and for tlieir want of 
success. Their cause was a riuliteous 
one. The provocation they had to boiir 
with was more than free men ehould be 
requii-ed to BufTer patiently and unre- 
sistingly; but they mismanaged it woe- 
fully. However, the end is not yet. The 
men whom the Boers are treating with 
arrogance and injustice, are not 
of the breed that submits 
to wrong tamely, and tliat can 
be easily intimidated and disheartened. 
They will not be discouraged by one 
failure or by two. Even if they get no 
help from the outside they will bide 
their time and will one day teach tlie 
Boers that it its not safe to treat freemen 
as if they possessed the siiirit of slaves. 

It soenib to us that Mr. Chamberlain 
laa formed too higli an esti- 
mate of the character of the Boer. 
He is a coarse tyrant in grain. His 
treatment of the natives with whom 
he has come in contact proves this. He 
does not know what magnanimity 
means, and tho policy he has ])iir.sued to- 
wards the Uillaiiders, to whom he is un- 
der such obligations, shows that it is not 
in him to use power with justice and 
moderation. 



THE CONDEMNED UITLANDKlifi. 

It is not Burpri8ing.''that the news of 
the sentence pronounced against the 
leaders of tlie .fobannesburg Reform 
Committee was received in England 
with amaxemetit and indignation. The 
men are not spouting demagogues or 
mercenary self-seeking political agita- 
tors. They are all respectable, intelli- 
gent and law-abiding citizens. They 
were, in fact, the most useful men in the 
whole community. Thoy were devoting 
their energies and their abilities to the 
development of the resources of the 
country, and they had succeeded in 
e3«stmg in it a moat wonderiul change 
for the better. It was through them 
and those with whom they were associ- 
ated that the government of the Trans- 
vaal was saved from bankruptcy. Al- 
though these men and those whom they 
represent were doin^ so much for 
the country, developing its resources and 
paying nine-tenths of its taxes, 
they were persistently denied the rights 
of citizenship. They had ofTered to be- 
come citizens of the Republic, but tlie 
Biior Government would not receive 
tlieir alle^iiance. They continued to 
make it more and inori; ditlicnll lor an 
alien to become a citizen of the Repub- 
lic. Fifteen years' residence was one of 
the conditions. But though the Uit- 
landerswere denied the rights and privi- 
leges and powers of citizens, they were 
compelled to bear the greater part of the 
burdens of the state. They bad no voice 
in the management of their own alFairs, 
and they were discriminated against by 
the Boer (ioveriiiiient in many way.s that 
were most galling and inconvenient. 

How would men of spirit and inde- 
pendence be expected to act under such 
uirematauces ? It must not be forgotten 
that they were not numerically a small 
minority of the population. They were, 
on the contrary, a very large majority, 
and hy far the j;r'.'ater part of the property 
in the country was owned by them. 
Was it to be expected that they would 
be contented to remaiti forever in the 
condition of serfs? Ia it likely that 
they would quietly allow the ignorant 
and brutal Boers to lyr.uinize over them 
for all time? Certainly not. They tried 
to obtain what tbi;y knew to be their 
rights by constiliitional means. Tiiey 
formed assoriutioiis ami sent petition 
after Dctition to the Legislature. But 
their claims were treated with coarse 
contempt by the Boers. Is it any won 
der that, when they found it impossibb 
to obtain any recognition of their claims 
by peaceable and constitutional meaiLS 
they set about considering bow 
they couUl wrest their rights from these 
tyrants bv physical force? Under auch 
circunislances revolution and insurrec- 
tion were as sure to come as that 
famine would follow drought 
that flames should burst out after 
combustible material had been set 
on fire. No man worthy of beinf? free 
can blame the Uitlanders for attcm|.>ting 
to gain their rights by force. What 
they were to blame for was in oqt^elfty-, 
ing the insurrection until it wotild be a 
physical impossibility for th!e Boers to 
withstand them. Their crime wks not 
that they plotted against the Govern- 
ment, but that they did not plot long 
enough and wisely enough. They out- 
numbered the Boers, we are told, three 
to one. Under such circumstances it 
would not be difficult, one would sap- 
pose, to organize a rising so formidable 
that the Boers must see that it would be 
the merest folly to attempt to put it 
down. 

The Uitlanders did not make a good 
use of their advantages. Their attempt 
ut rebellion, if they made an attempt 
at all, was contemptible and cal-

C(msen?&h'totuntto^witfi?the Dofmnion 
were moat aolemnly^^aEjsured tha^ their 
rights and privileges; as r4?ird8''<iiuca- 
tinn were secured to Ih'em. ivft is eignifj- 
cant that everv one ot the men who \vere_! 
conieriiecl in making the bargain with 
Manitoba are certain that one of its 
terms was the preservation to the people 
uf the right to Ifavo-.tlieir religion taught 
in their acl^oola* It is evident that it 
was considoi'ciid^hat this provision of the 
bari4ain was embodied in the Manitoba 
Act.

GRIT TYRANNY. 

Talk of coercion ! Wlmt coercion 
could be more hateful or more ienoble 
than that in the late seaeion exercised 
by the Grit minority. Circiiinstancea 
gave them, by a flagrant and wholly in- 
excusable abuse of the piiviiegoof do- 
bate, power to frustrate the designs and 
tho policy of the majority, and they useil 
that power most tyrannously. They 
domineered over the majority and they 
bullied it in a way that must have dis- 
gusted all fair-minded men, no matter 
to wlmt partv they may belong. Such 
men as Joe Martin and Jimmy McShane 
were in a position to tell parliament that 
they would not permit this and they 
woiikl not allow that, and both of thein 
were able to use their ill-gotten power in 
such a way as to give effect to their 
orders. It ia most humiliating to aee 
the Parliament of the Dominion under 
tlio sway of such a conteini)tihlo set of 
tyrants. "We trust that those who care 
anything about the freedom of Parlia- 
ment and its dignity will make it im- 
possible for any minority in ths future, 
under any circumstances, to get com- 
mand of Parliament and to force the 
majority to submit to its caprices. 

THE ORIT RET. 

The strange fantastic tricks which Mr. 
loseph Martin played before the Speaker 
o! the House of Commons have brought 
reproach and oilium on the party to 
which he belongs. Duscrilniig the dls- 
raceful course jnirsued by the Oppo- 
sition during the late session of Parlia- 
ment, the Toronto Mail, and Empire 
says : 

' Members lost to all sense of public 
responsibility devoted themselves witii 
assiduity worthy of a tielter cause to 
tho task of wasting the time of the coun- 
try. Much of the talk was sublimely 
absurd. Imagine Mr. Joseph Martin 
holiling forth for an entire afternoon 
upon a bill authorising a returniBg 
ollicer in a British Columbia constitu- 
ency to have two polling places instead 
of one to nifcet the convenience of elec- 
tors." 

Yet the organ ot the Opposition in this 
city hacks up its pet, Mr. Martin, in 
frustrating the inlention of Col, Prior to 
make it easy for the electors of the dis- 
trict to vote for the candidates of their 
choice. It ia hard for blind partisan- 
shil) to go further than this— to ajiprove 
of the eoiiduct of an obstructive inter- 
meddU'r when be interferes to do a posi- 
tive injury to a coii.siderable proportion 
of tho electors of Victoria. 



Mr. Andrew D. ^Yhite, ex-president 
ot Cornell University, a few weeks ago, 
at a club dinner in Boston, said some 
very striking things about the increase 
of crime in the United States. Among 
otiier things he said, that from ,188!) to 
1895 the number of homicides increased 
from 3,507 to 10,500, or about three to 
one. There was an increase of the 
population during the period, but the 
homicides rose in number from 58 to 
the million of inhabitants to 155 to tho 
million. During the same time the 
number of persons legally executed 
diminished from 1 to -15 murders in 1800 
to 1 to 74 in 180G. Lynchings have in- 
creased, until now they exceed the legal 
executions, the latter being 132 last year 
and the former 171. 

According tJ» the figures of Mr. White, 
if the homicides of the last six years, 
after deducting those executed and 
Iviiched, were in i)rison, there would be 
•fJ.OOO of them, yet by the eleventh cen- 
sus only 7,:!')! were in jirisoii. Tlie in 
ferenco is irresistible tliat the great ma- 
jority of tliem are at large and ipiite 
likely to commit other homicides before 
they die. A dislinguislied judge is 
quoted as saying that " the taking of life 
lor niuriler,' after due process of htw, 
seems to he the only method of lakiiiL' 
life to which the average American ob-^ 
jects." 

Among tho causes to which Mr. White 
attributes the inc^reaae of murder are a 
sham philanthropy, which saves the 
lives of tlie guilty by sacrificing the in- 
nocent, and the " perverse and mediae- 
val theories of law by which presutilp- 
tions and Actions formerly used forithe 
protection of honest men are now mainly 
used by shrewd kiwyera for the protec- 
tion of scoundrels." 'The tendency is 
"to make legal proceedings a game in 
which tlie chances are mainly on the 
side of the criminal." Meantime, facil- 
ities for retreat, appeal and pardon go 
on increasing. Mr! White added that 
wiiile criminals generally have the best 
legal talent for their defence, tli» )irose- 
cnting attorneys are usually selected 
from younger and more inexperienced 
meinbors of the bar. 

Mr. Wliite makes this very remark- 
able statement : 

To-day there are doomed to death in 
the United States during the coming 
year certainly over 10,000 people who 
"will be murdered Cruelly, without op- 
portunity to take leave of those they 
love, or to make provision for those de- 
pendent upon them. and all will be put 
to de;ith without the slightest regard for 
the fearful distress, sorrow aiul in nianv 
c-.ises beggary of tlieir families. 

Fully two-'tbirds of this will be due to 
easy-going, maudlin sentiment in tlie 
coinmnnily at lai-ge, mi.'scalled mercy, 
but really the most fearful cruelty. 

W'ben you are next asked to sign a pe- 
tition to »e<Mtre in)nninity to a murderer 
on tlie plea of mercy, think of its. eflect 
on tliosfi who may yet be murdered — 
think of mercy to them. 

The readiness of jieople of all classes 
anil both sexes to resort to deadly wea- 
pons to avenge injuries, real or fancied, 
is one of the roost deplorable phenomena 
o^ social life in the United States. . Uu- 
imanlifeia certainly not so sacred, as it 
nsetl to V>e among our neighbors. ,

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THE GEORGIA MINE 

A Splendid Showing of Rich Ore— Stock 
Advances From Twenty to Fifty 
Cents. 

A sample of ore was received from the 
Georgia ininc last evening byMr. .losliua 
Davies, having been taken from the 
tunnel, which is now in twenty teet and 
in solid ore. The vein has been exposed 
on the surface for a distance ot three 
hundred feet, having been stripned and 
trenched at various [loiiits. .-V ledge 
eight feet wide is exposed for the whole 
of this distance. The last assay made 
gave $42.17, the highest grade ore for.the 
lepth attained in the camp. 

A telegram received last evening 
states that sixty tons of shipping ore is 
now on the dump. It is the general 
opinion among mining men who have 
seen tho Georgia that it will become one 
of the greatest mines in the district. The 
stock of this •company is altogether held 
in Victoria, none of it having been oller- 
ed outside. Shares were sold yesleriiay 
at twenty cents, but at noon the com- 
pany, on at^count of the advices from the 
mine, decided to withdraw all stock, as 
the ore taken out will more than pay for 
the development work. Tho stock is 
now quoted at fifty cents and there is 
little likely to be oflTered at that figure.

Mr. Fairbairn, M.P., Demands That 
Jlauiioba Hinority Be Accorded 
Their Rights. 

He Compassionates the Liberal Leatl- 
er on Sacriiiciuff Principle, 
for Political Capital. 



Mr. C. Fiiirbairn, member for South 
Victoria, Ont., having been reproitched 
by Mr, Clarke Wallace for having voted 
for the remedial bill, gave his reaaons 
for hia action in the following modest 
unci manly speech: 

I did not intend to eay a word in thia 
debate, were it not for tlio reniarkH made 
by tiie lion, niumber for West York (Mr. 
Wallace), a man for wlioni I had the 
highest esteem all my life, a man whom 
I went a long way to oblige, and a man 
t.) uiiom I liavo ^iven ii good many 
votes, to keep him in the [xieilion lie 
now occupies ot <;raiHl soverL-i^'n of tlie 
Oraii^^c order-. \\'1ilmi t hat hoii . t,'entle- 
man (.\[r. WaUaciM naid iierc to-nitiht, 
that 1 uaH t'oereud to vote us 1 (hd un 
tlie second reading of tlio bill, I have a 
right to rise in this House iiiidtori- 
buke tliiit remark of the lion gentleman. 
1 want to toll the hon. luenilHjr for West 
York that 1 think 1 re present as many 
Orangemen in this lioupe as any 
man, taking Che population accord- 
ing to the s(iuare mile outside 
of the citii'.'i, 1 Bay that tlie 
Orangemen of Caiuuhiare a body of men 
that I am pi oiul uf ; u body of men that 
are a credit to thi.s country. 1 want to 
tell that hon. fzentleuian liere to-niirht, 
ill (^ood fait.li and in t;ood ft-ehii^', that 
there was not one man in .South Victoria 
who asked ine how 1 was troinj; lo vote 
on thi.s (piestion. 1 want also to tell the 
hon. ^LMitleuian (Mr. Wallace'i, that 
there was not one nieinljer of this gov- 
ernment, or not one nieniher of this 
parliament, who ahfked me how I was 
going to vote. I want to tell the hon. 
gentleman (Mr. Wallace) that my Pio- 
testant ideas and priuuiplea are just as 
strong as his, but I am a lover ui fair 
play, and the minority in Manitoba have 
a grievance, and I, as an Orangeman, 
am willing to relieve them from that 
grievance. I tell the hon. gentleman 
tliat 1 speak for conscience pake in lliis 
matter. I have a feeling for the men 
who went to that country an pioneers, 
and who liad the heavens for 'jl blanket 
and only the sod of the prairie for a pil- 
low; and when tiie descendants of those 
people come and ask for fair [day 
from the peopled this country, 1 think it 
would ije 11 pity if wo could not fiive it to 
them. The hon. gentleman knows as 
well us I do that the Protestants of that 
country asked that tliey miglit enjoy the 
same privileges as the Protestant min- 
ority of Quebec enjoyed, and their re- 
quest was granted by the Canadian gov- 
ernment. But when the descendants of 
the old pioneer missionaries of that 
country are reduced to a small minority, 
and a Grit government uets into power 
and takes away the rights and privileges 
which they had enjoyed under the gov- 
ernment of this country, I say — and I 
will not take back on any platform in 
Canada anything I say here io-iii;.'tit — 
that these men have my sympathy and 
therefore I voted that this government 
should give that uiiuority their rights. 
' The minority in Manitoba might have 
been Protestant, just as they are Cath- 
olics, and I wonder how the hon, gen- 
tleman would like it if a Protestant 
minority were subject to Catholic 
schools. For my part I would not wish 
it. I believe in fair play ; and when the 
hon. gentleman ai'c,n--es nie, nlier thirty- 
five years of public lile, of being (•oerced 
to vote as I have done, 1 draw the lines 
on that lion, genl.lenian. 

Mr. Wallace— Did I refer to the hon. 
gentleman ? 

Mr. Fairbairn — Vou referred to every 
member on this side of the iiouse. 

Mr. WalJace — I beg the hon. gentle- 
man's pardon. I difl not refer to every 
member from Ontario. 1 eaiil there 
were members. 

Mr. Fairhairn — You alludeil t(.) me, 
whf'ii you looked at this t-ide of the 
hon>e. 

-Mr. Wallace — The hon. gentleman 
says 1 lotiked at him. l'erlia|iH 1 did. 

Mr. I''airbairn — I winh lo teil tlie hon. 
gentleman that it comes w it h had ^irace 
from him, with reference to nie, at least. 
There was no more anxious man in this 
house than myself when he was on trial 
a few years ago, and when .Sir Adolphe 
Caron asseiiililed his whole forces for the 
relief and saving of the lion, gentleman, 
in the absence of our leader, Sir John 
Thompson, who was absent on that most 
important mission in connection with 
the Behring sea question; and it come." 
with had grace from him to speak in 
the way he d<ies to-day of men wiio tnkc 
their jiolitic^al lives in their liand; 
on behalf of justice. I oiler my regrets 
and rehukf'S lor thai kind ol remark, 
when it comes near lionie. 1 liuvi'i;iven 
a vole, and f have giv(!ii it conseieiili- 
oiisly without being asked liy anyhody. 
After the urgumciit made liv tht^ hon. 
Secretary of State upon the second read- 
ing ot this hill, it seems to me that those 
people in JIanitobu should have settled 
this difficulty in three hours. As a 
juror of this countrvi I fail to see that 
the argument laid down by the hon. 
Secretary of State has been answered or 
confuted yet. I, as a jury man , if sworij 
as bef ire a court, could not, help gi' inu: 
the veiili'ct I did, aeconiiiig to tlie evi- 
dence presented to this lion--e. i'A'ery j 
fnlr-minded man would have t.i admit 
the same thing, if he was a .-worn juror. 
Now, 1 want to say lo the bun. leader of 
the opposition that I rtijiret exceedingly 
that I, as an Oraiigumaii sinci; ilie, year 
1855, llBve to stand on the floor of this 
house and vindicate the rights of the 
Catholic minority in Manitoba when the 
leader of the- opposition will not stand 
up for tlio rights of the minority of his 
own religion, for the sake of political 
clap-trap. I say as an honest man, 
and having the courage of iny con- 
victions, tliat it is greatly to be 
regretted that a man would sacrifice the 
rights of his own church and his own 
people fur the sake of a little politicid 
capital. I jjity the lion, geiitlemaii. I 
remember very well a day or two after 
the opening ot thin debate, when I was 
standing up in defence of the hon. gen- 
tleman, and saying that I way pleased 
to see him in u'ood iiealth and good form 
and good voice, and that ho liad made a 
good fight in such n bad 'cause, always 
having a sympathy for the " under , 



dog " in a figiit, a nice little curly-head- 
ed French-Cunadinn remurked : " Mr. 
Laurier speak well, speak long, but, niy 
(.iod, ho say nothing." I iiirree with 
that bright, black-eved rnnng I'rencli- 
Oanadian that Mr. Lain ier s()oke well, 
and spoko long, but he said nothing. 
He never pretended to answer the argu- 
ments of the leader ot the house. I say 
it is an outrage upon the fitability of 
this count ry lliat tlio.«e people in Mani- 
tolia cannot enjoy the same educational 
privileges as the Protestant minority en- 
joy in Quebec.

Mr. Martin was ipiite 
aware of the bill coming in an<l he only 
tried to make some kind of an excuse for 
blocking it. in the face of the fact that 
the bill was intended to give the elec- 
tors relief from tiaving to travel 
a long distance from home to 
vote, Mr. Martin sneeringly said Hon.

LOST lira sei[oo.s'i:R. 

August Peterson, one ot the crew of 
the schooner City of San Diego, now on 
the West Coast liuiiting seals, has le- 
turned home, having lost his vessel on 
the Iirst of last month and come down 
from tlie North on the Al-Ki. He and 
an liulian named "Jim," as customary, 
had left their schooner in search of seals. 
Having secured about 18, they were 
about to return to the schooner When a 
terrible snow storm struck them and 
they were unable to reac.li tho vessel and 
were left to the mercy of the storm. The 
canoe was small tho provisioiu; and 
water oiilj' enough for one day were all 
the men had. At the time the storm 
struck them they were just oil' St. F;iias, 
and as the canoe tilled with water they 
were compelled to throsv fourteen 
of the seal overboard, and while doing 
so lost their compass. This left them 
altogether without means to ascertain 
where they were drifting, and the two 
men could only wait and hope. For six 
days they were carried along, not know- 
ing where they were, and with nothing 
to eat except raw seal met, which they 
had fortunately saved, and the sniail 
ainoiint(jf water tliey bad taken from 
the schooner. On the iiiorniiig ot the 
seventh day they sighted a cabin, which 
they found inhabited by Indians. Here 
they were given something to eat and 
famished with plenty of water. The 
Indians toUl them it would be easier for 
them to reach Juneau than .Sitka, as 
they could stay inside and not take the 
chances of being driven out to sea again.

NEW FRENCH CABINET. 

Premier Meline's Statement— It Is Approved 
by the Deputies as 'Well as Univer- 
sal SuiTrage Proposals. 

I'.Miis, April .'il).— At the opening of 
thechaniberof deputies to-ilay ]M. iMe- 
line, the new premier, read a atatenient 
in which the government recognizes the 
preponderance of the chamber of depu- 
ties, but allirins that it is impossible to 
govern without the senate. 

M. Meline said that the government 
desired to pursue a pacific poliey, and 
they iifqieal to the good-will of the re- 
iniblicaii majoi ity for a setlleuient of 
the urgent iiue.-tioiis as to the best 
means of preventing a spread of revolu- 
tionary doct:ines. Continuing, the jire- 
iiiiersays the governnieiit would not 
fail in its duty to enforce respect for the 
laws and maintain public order. M. 
.Meline concluded with adjuring parlia- 
ment not to raise irritating (juestions. 

The stateiiieiil of the Prime Minister 
was heartily applauded. The .Senate 
then by a vote of 214 to 4o refused to 
consider a private member's proposal 
for a revision of the constitution. 
Premier .Meline's statement was greetetl 
with apiilause by the Centrists^ parti- 
cularly in its denunciation of the 
socialists. 

Al. Goblet maintained that tho cabin- 
et liiul been chosen from outside eif the 
Rei)iiblican-l'rogressist majority. In the 
foriiiatioii of a cabinet, he added, the 
chain ber of tleputies and not the senate 
should have been consulted. lie ex- 
pressed the hope that the deputies 
would vote against tho government. 

M. Paul de Schanel spoke, urgently 
advocating a revision of the constitu 
tion. 

Jl. Meline replied that it was impos- 
sible for the ministry to discuss tlie 
question of revision at this time, but 
that tho matter would come before the 
chamber of deputies in due scsori. The 
Premier then asked the chamber for a 
vote of conlidence. He declared that 
liarinoiiy between the chamber of depu- 
ties ami the siuiate is necessary to ibe 
ju-oper contliict of the goyernment. 
At the same time he added that the gov- 
erniiient is ready to ask the right of uni- 
versal suffrage. The government's pro- 
gramme, M. Meline said, was based upon 
the known wishes of the countr.y. 

After some d'.scussion Premier Meline 
accepted |, .a motion ufHrminj; the 
preponderance of universal shfTrage 
and yy-approving the government's 
statement. The first part of 
the niotion was adopted by a unanimous 
'vote, and the sia:onil jiiirt was adopted 
by a vole of 241 ayes lo li)(l nays. The 
motion, as a whole, was then adopted, 1 
1 he vote standing 200 ayes to 256 noes. I 
The chamber then adjourned until 
May 20.
